THE FIRST AMERICAN 
COIN AUCTION? 

Recently while perusing an issue of Bowers & Merena's 
interesting and informative "Rare Coin Review" a let¬ 
ter from Joel Orosz was noted requesting information 
on the pioneer American antiquarian and numismatist 
Pierre Eugene du Simitiere. Nothing of earth-shaking 

magnitude here but then Orosz's letter went on to men¬ 
tion that "Du Simihere's (sic) collection was auctioned 
in 1785, and the broadside of the sale (not listed in'At - 
tinelli) includes one large lot of coins and another large 
lot of paper money. " Aficionados of early American 
numismatic auction sale catalogues well know that the 
first coin sale listed in Attinelli, a broadside, is dated 
1828. Here was mention of a broadside sale issued over 
forty years earlier! 

Off the bookshelf came Me Kay's "American Book 
Auction Catalogues 1713-1934. " Though without men¬ 
tion of coins, the sale was indeed listed. More impor¬ 
tantly, McKay noted that a copy of the broadside was 
held by the Library Company of Philadelphia. A -hasty 
letter quickly resulted in a photocopy of the broadside, 
along with details for ordering an 8"xl0" glossy print. 
The result is that in this issue we are pleased to illus¬ 
trate, perhaps for the first time in a numismatic pub¬ 
lication, this historic broadside. 


Du Simitiere was born in Geneva in 1737 , travelled 
to the West Indies in 1757, and became a naturalized 
citizen of New York in 1769. In 1774 he moved to Phila¬ 
delphia where he remained until his death in October 
1784 at the age of 47. 

An inveterate collector, du Simitiere accumulated 
and studied books, newspapers , manuscripts, broad¬ 
sides, prints, fossils, coins, medals, paper currency, 
Indian artifacts, rocks, plants, dried insects, and ani¬ 
mals preserved in alcohol. Enough, in fact, to make 
mere bibliomaniacs feel rather normal by comparison. 
In 1782 he opened the "American Museum" on Arch St. 
near 4th, the first museum in Philadelphia open to the 
public. 

A scant five months after his death, the contents of 
the "American Museum" were sold at public auction in 
Philadelphia. Lot 19 consisted of coins: "A Mahogony 

(sic) Cabinet containing ancient and modern Gold, Sil¬ 
ver and Copper Coins and Medals ; among which are 
some very curious Bronzes" and lot 36 consisted of: 

"American Money. A Collection of Parchment and Paper 
Money. " The Library Company of Philadelphia bought 
nearly all the pamphlets, broadsides, and newspapers, 
most of the manuscripts, and some of the books. The 
disposition of the coins remains unknown though it ap - 
pears that part of the collection may have reappeared 
in Charles Willson Peale's museum. Peale's son Frank-, 
lin managed his father's museum and, as is well known, 
went on to become Chief Coiner and Assayer at the Mint. 

Though the first coin sale listed by Attinelli, the 1828 
Benjamin Watkins broadside, consisted mostly of books 
it is not listed in McKay. It is quite likely, however, 
that at least a few of the nearly 500 pre-1828 book auc¬ 
tion catalogues and broadsides listed in McKay will be 
found to contain numismatic listings. Happy hunting.
